A student shall not be
compelled, against the student®s objections or those
of the student"s parent or guardian, to recite the
pledge of allegiance, but shall be required to
maintain a respectful silence. A nonpublic school is
exempt from this requirement if the authorities in
charge of a nonpublic school determine that this
requirement conflicts with the school®s religious
doctrines.>
